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Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 1-8, the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates 
nor suggests in the claimed combinations, image processing apparatus which 
discriminates whether a target pixel belongs to a halftone dot region and/or a color 
region, recognizes an extended region as a color region if formed by pixels 
discriminated to belong to a color region, and discriminates a region as a color halftone 
dot region if formed by pixels discriminated to belong to a halftone dot region. 

Referring to claims 9-14, the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates 
nor suggests in the claimed combinations, image processing method and apparatus 
which discriminates whether a target pixel belongs to a halftone dot region and/or a 
color region, extends a color region formed by pixels discriminated to belong to a color 
region, discriminates pixels that belong to a color halftone dot region if the pixels 
included in the extended color region are the pixels discriminated to belong to a halftone 
dot region, and corrects image data based on the result of the pixels discriminated to 
belong to a color halftone dot region.
